2. It his b^eit d:cid;d to canalise export of jowar and 
R igi thr ingh th * N iti^nal AgriculturoI C ^operative Marketing 
F-d:ration of India Ltd. (NAFED). It has also been decided 
that within ths overall canalisation palicy private parties will 
also bi all iw*d to expert Jawar and Ragi during 1984-85 as 
Associates of NAFED but in thsir own names against the 
quotas earmarked for them subject to the following condi¬ 
tions : 

(i) Export will be allowed on first-come, first-served basis 
against contracts backed by 100% irrevocable Letter 
of Credit to be registered with NAFED. Applications 
received by NAFED on any particular day will have 
the same priority. 

(ii) The Service Charges to be levied by NAFED should 
not be more than Rs, 10 per tonne. 

(iii) After quotas have been allocated to private parties by 
NAFED export will be permitted by the Port Licensing 
Authorities by making endorsement on Shipping Bills* 

(iv) As soon as the quantities earmarked for private trade 
are exhausted NAFED would stop further registration 
of contracts/issuing further authorisations, 

(v) Export will be subject to minimum export price fixed 
by NAFED. 

(vi) N\FED will start receiving applications only 15 days 
after the date of Issue of this Public Notice. 

(vli) NAFED will ensure that seeds of Jowar and Ragi arc 
not allowed for export. 

3. NAFED would monitor the ceilings and ensure that 
export of Jowar and Ragi does not exceed the quantities ear¬ 
marked for private trade and the NAFED respectively. 

4. NAFED will send a monthly statement showing the 
quantity allowed for shipment name of exporter value and 
destination to the Ministry of Commerce (EP AGR1. IX 
Division) with a copy to the Director of Statistics of this office.
